An unknown has a much better chance to play in the 
Russian revolutionary game than has Kerensky, who has 
bobbed up in Paris with an appeal to all his friends to rally 
about him. 
Kerensky probably feels that, as his exile is 
the most important event lo him, it also is the most important 
event to the world at large. 
This is wrong. 
Nothing is more 
futile than the mere talk of a defeated political condidate. 
Kerensky had the dice in his hands, and rolled a deuce. 
since then other players have had thier turn— Kolchak. Deni- 
Kine, Wrangel, and others. 
The dice now are in the hands 
of the Bolshevik leaders, who. unfortunate as it may seem to 
us. appear to be rolling a straight series of “natural* sevens 
and elevens. 
lf Kerensky really was serious about rejoining the game, 
he should go to Russia to do it, not to Paris to talk about 
it. 
His return to Russia would be a real throw of the dice, 
and one the world would watch, although its chances for 
success would be just as slim as the chances of any thorough­ 
ly defeated person to “come back.” 
The history of revolution would not be running true to 
form if those who had failed should be called up for a second 
trial so early in the proceedings. The next figure to engage 
on the stage is much more likely to be a new one of which 
we have not heard.
